Washington, March 31.—The senate 
is to have a revival of financial and 
bond discussion as a result of an ani­ 
mated debate shortly before the session 
closed Monday. 
Mr. Peffer’s resolu­ 
tion for the appointment of a special 
committee of five senators to investi­ 
gate recent bond issues had been rele­ 
gated to the calendar, owing to the op­ 
position of Mr. Hill, but it was reached 
in the regular order Monday. 
Again 
Mr. Hill sought to have the resolution 
go over, but he w'as met by energetic 
protests, not only from Mr. Peffer, but 
also from Mr. Wolcott and Mr. Teller. 
The bill was passed directing the sec­ 
retary of war to prepare a roll of tele­ 
graph operators who served not less 
than ninety days in the military tele­ 
graphic service during the war of the 
rebellion and to issue to each a certifi­ 
cate of honorable service. The bill has 
a proviso that it is not to be construed 
toward carrying a pension, bounty OI 
like emolument. 
Mr. Mitchell (Ore.) gave notice that 
be would go on with the Dupont con­ 
test today.

Mr. Hill suggested that this and the 
two following calendar measures (the 
Dupont case and the Lodge immigra­ 
tion bill) go over, as the senate was 
proceeding under the five minute rul- 
Mr. Peffer, the author of the resolu­ 
tion, insisted on going on, and was re­ 
enforced in this demand by Senators 
Wolcott and Teller. Mr. Wolcott said 
it was time something was done with 
this resolution. 
If not acted on now 
let senators agree when they would act 
on it. 
Since the resolution was intro­ 
duced it had been rolled around and 
never brought to a vote. 
Mr. Teller also insisted that there 
should be no further delay. 
He was 
willing to wait until Wednesday, at 2:30 
p. rn., for taking up the resolution, 
but Mr. Platt cut off an agreement by 
an objection. 
“Then I serve notice on the senator 
from Connecticut (Platt),” 
said 
Mr. 
Teller, warmly, “that we will take up 
this resolution and take it up very 
soon.” . 
Mr. Wolcott at once added: 
“Yes, 
and we will take it up now unless the 
senate is too thin for a quorum.”

looked as though a vote would be taken, 
but Cockrell temporized.

Disapprove* Reviving th. 
Washington, March 31.—The letter of 
Secretary Lamont to 
Gen. 
Hawley, 
chairman of the senate committee on 
military affairs, disapproving the bill 
to revive the rank of lieutenant-general 
of the army, has been made public. The 
bill was known as intended to confer the 
rank on Gen. Miles, now commanding 
the army, though his name is not men­ 
tioned in the correspondence. Accom­ 
panying the letter are extracts from the 
military records of Scott, Grant, Sher­ 
man, Sheridan and Schofield, who be­ 
came lieutenant-generals; also of Gens. 
Miles, Ruger and Merritt, who, under 
the bill, would be eligible to the grade 
of lieutenant-general. 
The secretary, after acknowledging 
the receipt of the bill, says that in no 
instance has an officer attained this 
rank until he has successfully com­ 
manded the whole or a separate army 
in battle and active campaign. He 
thinks conditions do not demand the 
revival of the grade at this time.

Strong is 33 years old, 
and was to have married a respectable 
Ravenna girl next week. Strong makes 
a firm denial, and says he did not know 
of the murder until the morning. He 
says he attended church twice Sunday. 
Ira Stinson, the nephew of 
Alvin 
Stone, who was badly hurt by the mur­ 
derer, is dying. Physicians say that he 
will live but a few hours. He has been 
conscious but a moment since the at­ 
tack. 
The two daughters who were 
badly hurt will recover. They do not 
know that their parents are dead. The 
funeral of the victims will 
be held 
Wednesday. 


Question of Capital Punishment. 
W ashington, March 31.—The senate 
committee on the judiciary made sev­ 
eral amendments to the house bill to 
abolish capital punishment in certain 
cases before reporting it to the senate 
The first of these added “treason” to 
the crimes of which, when an accused 
person was found guilty, the jury might 
qualify the verdict by adding the words 
“without capital 
punishment.”

The Damage at Tonawanda, N. Y., 
and Vicinity Will Reach $500,000— 
Clyde River Rises and Sweeps Away 
Dams—Steamers Sunk Near Oak­ 
ville, Ontario. 


North Tonawanda, N. Y., March 31.— 
The water in the Erie canal has been 
rising at an alarming rate for the last 
twenty-four hours, and it has flooded 
the streets in the lower part of the city. 
Residents are removing furniture and 
valuables from their homes in boats. 
Monday morning a large cake of ice 
came down the main channel of the 
eanal at a terrific speed and collided 
with the IOO canal boats tied up along 
the towpath, breaking them from their 
moorings and lending them flying with 
the torrent. One of the boats was sunk, 
while the others were all damaged and 
many of them completely wrecked. 
They could not be stopped until they 
came to a bend In the canal, and then 
they were stood on end by the force of 
the jam. 
Telegraph poles were washed out be­ 
tween here and Lockport, and houses 
and barns are floating about with the 
tide. Farmers were forced to remove 
their live stock to higher ground. Rafts 
of logs are being torn from their fasten­ 
ings, and smashing everything with 
which they come in contact. The “pea­ 
nut” branch of the New York Central 
is washed out and under six feet of 
water between here and Batavia. The 
Buffalo & Niagara Falls railroad is also 
under six feet of water, and the bridges 
crossing the Erie canal are in danger 
of being swept away. 
Ellicott creek 
is a rushing torrent, and the flood is 
sweeping everything before it. 
The 
damage in Tonawanda county and vi­ 
cinity will reach $500,000.

Chicago, March 31.—The Supreme 
court of Illinois has loosed among bank­ 
ers and bank attorneys a tempest by its 
decision in the Meadowcroft case. The 
decision is to the effect that if a bank 
fail, and deposits have been received 
within thirty days of the date of sus­ 
pension, the officers of that bank are 
liable to criminal 
prosecution.

m atter what the 
circumstances,

m atter what the causes of suspension 
may have been, the law says a crime 
has been committed, for which the pun­ 
ishment shall be fine or imprisonment, 
or both. 
No contention of absence of 
fraudulent intent, no manner of plea in 
extenuation can have any standing in 
court. 
The statute says the single fact 
that deposits have been received with­ 
in thirty days of date of suspension 
shall be prima facie evidence of intent 
to defraud. 
The Supreme court says 
this statute is good law. 


Fifteen Feet Above Normal Level—Mach

Lyons, N. Y., March 31.—The Clyde 
river is higher than any time since 
1865. 
It commenced rising Sunday, 
and is now fifteen feet above its normal 
level and is still rising. The Standard 
Oil company’s plant on Depew avenue 
is submerged.

Canandaigua outlet have been swept 
away, and it is thought that many dams 
are gone. W ater from Canandaigua 
outlet covers the flats to the depth of 
several feet. 
Much damage has been 
done all along the sti earns.

“The Distribution of W ealth” is the 
title of a pamphlet (part II. of the report < 
for 1894) from Horace G. Wadi in- chief 
of the bureau of the statistics of labor, 
containing statistics obtained through 
the records of the probate offices and 
extending from 1829 to 1891. 
These 
data are divided into three important 
periods. 
The year 
1830 
practically 
m arks the close of the era of bond pro­ 
duction: the period culminating in 18G0 
the establishment of modern methods, 
and between 18G0 and 1SS0 the factory 
system 
was thoroughly established. 
After a brief introduction comes a se­ 
ries of tables containing matter culled 
from the probate records of the several 
counties. 
The 36,370 inventoried probates which 
enter into the tables represent in the 
aggregate $360,683,948, the 
average 
value of each estate being $9,917. 
The 
holders of this amount of wealth were 
23,584 males, holding estates 
of 
the 
average value of $12,217, and 12,786 fe­ 
males, whose average holding was 
$5,675. 
The final section of the recap­ 
itulation by years show that in the pe­ 
riod considered—1829 to 1831—3,698 in­ 
ventoried probates represented $14,194,- 
107, or an average of $3,919 each. 
In 
the next period—1859 to 1861—6,922 in­ 
ventoried estates were registered, the 
average value of each 
estate 
being 
$7,694. 
In the period 1879 to 1881 11,- 
142 inventoried probates were regis- 
tered, the average value of each being 
$12,329. 
In the latest period considered 
—1889 to 1891—14,608 inventoried pro­ 
bates were registered, the average value 
of each estate being $10,649. 
That is to 
say, for the state at large, the average 
value of each estate passing through 
the probate offices, so far as values can 
be 
obtained 
from 
inventories 
filed 
therein, rose from $3,919 to $10,649, but, 
while this increase is seen when the en­ 
tire period of sixty years is considered, 
a decline is shown from the period 1879 
to 1881 to that of 1889 Lo 1891 from $12,- 
329 to $10,649. 
When the counties are examined in 
detail the average value of the estates 
listed in the period 1889 to 1891 is much 
in excess of that listed in the period 
1829 to 1831, and except in the case of 
Dukes, Franklin, Nantucket, Norfolk, 
Plymouth and Worcester counties the 
average value of the inventoried pro­ 
bates in the period 1879 to 1881, a condi­ 
tion similar to that shown for the state 
at large, as we have just seen. 
Some 
peculiarities appear in the figures which 
are not to be accounted for upon the 
face of the returns. 
For instance, in 
Barnstable county the average value of 
estates probated in the period 1879 to 
1881 is entirely out of proportion to the 
average value of the estates probated 
in either of the other periods. 
In Bris­ 
tol county, during like periods, a simi­ 
lar discrepancy in averages appears; in 
both cases this discrepancy is probably 
accounted for by death, during the pe­ 
riod in which the 
abnormally 
large 
average appears—namely, 1879 to 1881 
—of some person or persons of large 
wealth.
